Rut they showed thi'iii-elvcs patient, 
orderly, aud coiiraf^eoiis men. and 
when the mr u-as over they had 

.made many frienda for their race. 

'The verdict of the country waa, "Men 
w ho are ;.'otHl .'iioii;.'h to lie soldisra 
are toe good to be slaves." 

j The colored people here had 
"a hard row to hoe" sines eniancipfl 

'tlon. Slavery had not trained thein 
to lliiiik f'l theniHelvea. It had 
taught them to ahirk rather than to 
work, and ateal rather than to save. 

The Is'st li'-soii- which the colored 
man had Ix-fore the war wfre the in- 
struct ioua in labor giren by intelligent 
and kindly maaters and miatreaecn. 
Much of thia inatruotlon he has miaa- 
i-il in later years. The pulili. -chools 
are liegiuuiug to give the colored chil- 
} d ren iX)me adetj uate training. On the 
I whole there has Ijeeu progreaa in the 
'right direction. Certainly the fifteen 
I hoiisand colored meu who serveil in 
the Spanish-American war acquitted 
theoaelrea well. And the Afro- 
American otiicera (some ."liwi nu n) 
commissi. .iieil hy Prea. .McKiuley, 
pr«ve<l worthy of the OOBldenOe 
which he reposed in them. 
It is atill true, howerer, that the 

colored people iiihnI the eiicomil^e- 
ment of their nei^rlilxirs in every way. 
It ia an old jiroverh that if you call a 
man a tliief he will ateal. In neigh- 
borhoods where every one ia "down 

on" the Ne^'ro. the coloreil peiiple are 
apt to be uurcliable aud Hhiftleaa. 
But thia ahiftlsaaneas can beat be 
overcome by setting before them the 
hope of Ruccesa and an honorable re<'- 
o^'iiitiuu anion^ their fellow -citizens. 
Wherever the colored people have 
been moat trusted, and where people 
have ex)H'cte*l them to do well and to 
do ri^ht. they have shown marUetl 
improvement. In many counties the 
superintendent of education haa testi- 
fied that the colored aehool trustees 
anil colored teachers have lieeii more 
painstaking, faithful and business- 
like, than the white. 

The preeent election in Kentucky ia 
one in which the Negro haa as much 
interest as any of iis The ^'reat 
question is whether a citi/en who haa 
the Constitutional right to vote ahall 
have his vote counted, and whether the 
magistrates who receive the majority 
of the votes shall lie put in oflice to 
direct the affaira of the common- 
wealth. This is not a Republican iaaue, 
but it ia an \f»w of nmnhood aud 
honesty and fairness and .-Vmerican 
inatitutions. The colored voter will 
stand beaide the beat white meu of 
the oommoBwaaltb ia voting for John 
W. Yerkee.
